The keen desire for better 
cows was apparent throughout the county. The farmers 
were gathering at the local auction sales, which was prac- 
tically the only thing that was possible for them to do on 
their own individual efforts, and buying grade cows of 
which little was known of the breeding or production rec- 
ords and often times paying exorbitant prices for them. 
The Executive Committee of the Farm Bureau investi- 


: thought impractical to 
ask the farmers to advance the money, so the proposition 
was presented to two of the county banks that each bank 
buy a carload of these cows and put them out to the farm- 
ers at actual cost. The thought naturally occurred to the 
Boards of Directors of the banks that the project carried 
with it considerable risk, especially when the farmers were 
in no way bound to take the cows upon arrival. It was 
pointed out, however, that there was extensive interest in 
the project over the county and that in case one farmer did 
not stand by his agreement to take the cow that there 
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would probably be no difficultty in disposing of her to 
other farmers. As the Boards of Directors of both banks 
were community spirited bodies they agreed to give the 
project a trial. The fact was given publicity to the effect 
that the banks would buy these cows and put them out to 
the farmers at actual cost and that the County Agent 
would give his personal attention to their selection. After 
a short time orders were received for three carloads of 
cows, the farmer in placing his order in each case stating 
the age of the cow he desired and the price he could pay. 
First Lot of Cows Purchased in Michigan. 

In the meantime, plans had been completed for pur- 
chasing the cows from the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Livingston County, Michigan. A committee of three, of 
which the County Agent was a member, went to Michigan 
and purchased the cows, keeping in mind the orders given 
them by the various farmers. The tuberculin test was 
administered by a representative from the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. 

As many of the farmers had expressed a desire to see 
the cattle, they were upon arrival stabled and put on exhi- 
bition for two days during which time all farmers of the 
county were asked to come in and inspect them. The in- 
terest displayed was very gratifying. An exceptionally 
large number of farmers came in for a few minutes during 
the two days for a look at the creatures from the West. In 
the meantime thcse farmers who had given their orders 
for the cows had settled with the bank and were now, in 
most cases, for the first time the possessor of a purebred 
cow. 

A few months later another lot of thirty-five mature 
cows was purchased, brought into the County and distri- 
buted among the farmers on the same plan. 


Boys’ and Girls’ Purebred Dairy Cattle Club 

In the meantime, inquiries were being made by the boys 
and girls concerning purebred heifer calves. The Boys’ 
and Girls’ Pure Bred Dairy Cattle Project was approved 
by the Executive Committee and proved to be a timely one 
and thirty-five members were enrolled in a very short 
time. As it was impossible to secure the calves locally, 
the County Agent, through the cooperation of the banks, 
again went to Michigan and purchased a carload of thirty- 
five purebred Holstein heifer calves ranging in age from 
six to eight months. 

The calves were stabled upon arrival and the members 
of the club were asked to be present on a stated day. The 
method of distributing the calves was in a way novel, but 
essentially was fair to everyone concerned. Each calf in 
turn was led into a circle which was roped off in front 
of the stable and after the actual cost and the expense of 
transportation was stated and the pedigree read, all boys 
of the Club who desired the calf at the price stated were 
asked to sign their names to cards which had previously 
been distributed. The signed cards were collected and 
one drawn. The boy’s name drawn received the calf. This 
boy was then out of the contest, but all other boys were 
eligible to sign for each of the remaining calves until each 


The Twin Cities Milk 


HE story of the Twin Cities Milk Producers’ Associa- 
tion is the story of how the milk producers of those 
great cities of the Northwest—Minneapolis and St. 
Paul—built an organization that was big enough and strong 
enough to demand and get just prices for the dairy pro- 
ducts of its members. It is a story that shows the leading 
Holstein men of those cities playing leading parts in the 


great struggle as befits leaders in dairy industry. It is a - 


story with a lesson in it for these Twin City producers 
have met and for the most part have conquered the ob- 
stacles that confront the organizations of similar character 
at other centers of milk distribution. 

No plan of organization can succeed that does not 
recognize certain well defined laws that exist in the dairy 
business. One of the chief of these is the law of supply and 
demand. Dairy products cannot be sold upon the basis 
of their cost alone. There must be a demand and when 
there is not there must be some provision for taking from 
the market the surplus that accumulates. The Twin Cities 
organization not only has machinery for creating the de- 
mand, but it has a means of taking care of the surplus 
whenever it appears. Thus it has solved two of the most 
important problems that confront milk producers every- 
where. 

Back in that unenlightened era, when the distributor 
used to dictate each spring to the benighted milk producer 
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boy had secured a calf which he had des 
his liking. 

Before moving his calf each boy went t 
settled for it. According to the rules of the club each 
boy was to own his own calf, so that in the majority of 
cases the boy gave his note with parental security 

According to the rules of the club, the boys are te. 
sponsible to the State Boys’ and Girls’ Club Department 
for three years. At the end of the first year a show is to 
be held where awards will be made according to the 
condition and size of the calf, method of caring for it, and 
story written. This show was held in September at the Dela- 
ware State Fair and made an attractive exhibit. At the 
end of the second year, when the heifers are springing as 
a two-year-old, the second show will be held. The boys will 
be rated according to the condition and size of the heifer 
method of caring for it, bull bred to, and story written, 
As a three-year-old, at the close of the first lactation per. 
iod, the third and last show will be held, when the awards 
will be made according to conditions and size of the 
cow, method of care and keeping records, milk and fat 
produced, and story written. 

Pyrebred Cattle Prove Profitable. 

With a few exceptions, which is to be expected in 
handling livestock, these cows -are doing exceptionally 
well. Practically every individual is sired by and bred to 
a bull whose dam produced at least 30 lbs. of butter in 
seven days, and six cows were sired by a son of Mabel 
Segis Korndyke, the 40-lb. cow who for a time held the 
world’s record butter production as a 4-year-old in the 
seven-day class. The dams of many of the cows held 
official records. 

This breeding has not only assured a satisfactory milk 
and fat production, but has enabled our farmers to dis- 
pose of the bull calves at very desirable figures. The first 
of these cows to be tested made an official seven-day 2- 
year-old record of 17 pounds of butter and 433 Ibs. of 
milk. Considering this performance and the fact that it 
was the farmer’s first experience in handling a cow under 
official test, indicates that this heifer possesses the 
ability of developing into a 25 to 30 pound cow when 
mature. Estimates received by the State Club Leader in- 
dicate that the calves of the club have increased in value 
33 per cent in the six months they have been on Delaware 
soil. 

We have reason to think that this project is a perma- 
nent one in the county. It has been the plan, so far as 
possible, to place one animal on a farm, Each animal 
serves as a demonstration and will in most cases form the 
foundation of a purebred herd. We find that the farmer not 
only gives this animal more attention, but it tends to give 
him a broader view of the dairy industry. He gives his 
entire herd more attention and is generally interested in 
cow testing associations, tuberculosis testing, bull associa- 
tions, etc., whereas, before it was often times difficult to 
discuss these subjects with him. We are now organizing 
a bull association on the strength of the interest established 
by this project.

Cheapness vs. Quality 


The following anecdote can be applied without 
misrepresentation to the claims of butter vs. oleomar- 
garine, as will be shown later: A little boy and his 
father went for a walk one hot summer’s day, and as 
they passed an ice cream vender, the boy turned be- 
seechingly to his father and said, ‘‘I wish you’d buy me 
some ice cream, father, | do feel so warm.” 

His father gazed at him in surprised displeasure 
and then answered, “No, no, Ikey, no, no; but ! will 
do this. | will tell you some ghost-stories that will 
make your blood run cold.” 

The public in its search for cheapness at any 
price, believes the oleo packers who tell it that there 
is no need of buying genuine butter when they can give 
it a substitute at half the price which can be eaten 
the same as butter. And when the public has swal- 
lowed their claims and their product, it finds that it 
has been consuming “ghost-stories,’’ instead of the 
important life-giving factors which are in dairy 
butter only. Perhaps ghost-stories in lieu of ice cream 
and oleo in place of butter can satisfy some people, 
but it is true that “‘you can fool some of the people 
all of the time but not all of the people all of the 
time.’’ Oleo vs. butter is a case in point.

cluded Practically every milk producer in the Twin Cities gers. Some of these were due to carelessness and so-..1e 
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were intentional. This was the cause of the next clash 
between the producers’ organization and the distributers. 
The distributers wanted the old order to prevail, but the 
producers insisted upon the acceptance of their own 
weights and tests with the privilege of inspection by the 
distributers. In the early days of the organization with the 
order reversed, the cost of such inspection was borne by 
the producer; now it had to be borne by the distributer. 

The managers of the producers’. organization have 
pretty fairly stiff jobs in front of them all the time. They 
must keep a finger on the market for their surplus products 
made into cheese, and to some little extent into butter. 
They must be ready to divert at once any surplus from the 
fluid milk market. They must know how the production 
is running in various districts surrounding the Twin Cities, 
to divert the surplus from the right district and prevent 
any excessive charge for hauling. In fine they must be 
about everywhere and know everything there is to know 
about the milk and dairy products’ market at one and the 
same time. But these responsibilities go with the job— 
they are the rewards for service. 

To summarize briefly the advantages of the present 
system in effect in the Twin Cities, those which must ap- 
peal to the individual producer are these: 

He is relieved from responsibility. 

His money is guaranteed. 

He gets a good price for his milk. 

He gets all he delivers for the weights and tests are 
made by his own organization, and he is charged only for 
the cost of operation, which is very small comparatively. 
In addition one-half of one per cent of gross sales goes 
into a sinking fund, now amounting to $15,000. 

The price fixing is done by the executive committee 
of the organization, and is ratified by the membership. The 
committee acts as agent and its work must be ratified be- 
fore it is accepted by the main body of the organization. 
Present methods of price fixing base the cost to the dis- 
tributer upon the cheese market of the month. Contracts 
are made for a definite length of time, but the price is 
subject to the market price for cheese in the month. A 
differential of seventy cents per hundred is allowed the 
fluid milk, which differential is figured to include one-half, 
or thirty-five cents per hundred, for transportation to mar- 
ket in marketable condition, and thirty-five cents per hun- 
dred for the extra care needed for fluid milk for market 
distribution. This latter figure is set by the extension de- 
partment of the State University. The price is fixed for 
delivery at the distributers’ plant in either Minneapolis 
or St. Paul and outlying districts are asked to pay, or, in 
other words, to take from the price they receive the cost of 
transportation. The standard is set at 3.5 butter fat and 
the differential is four cents per point above or below this 
figure* The organization sells the cheese each month and 
pays in full for milk delivered to distributers or to the 
cheese factories. The producers’ managers reserve all 
right of credit limitation, and no distributer is allowed 
more than a semi-monthly credit. In this way the organiza- 
tion has money on hand at all times to make settlements 
for milk furnished by its members. 

This is the way that a daily milk consumption of prac- 
tically 80,000 pounds is handled in the Twin Cities, and 
this, by the way, is a twenty-five per cent increase from 
the milk consumption of the two municipalities when the 
campaign began three years ago. 

The organization is not an expensive one, although a 
considerable clerical force is required to handle the de- 
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tails. The chief executive is a busines 
directors are the guiding forces and they - om The 
drawn from the body of the producers and stres ‘oe = 
any very stupendous compensation.

The details 
of the campaign are not of interest here, but the results 
were apparent in the increased consumption. Today the 
Cities are using twenty-five per cent more milk than they 
did three years ago, and not all of it, by any means, can 
be ascribed to increase in population. Again, when the 
price of milk was raised this winter contrary to what 
happened a year ago, the consumption came back with 
a good stiff rebound after the first day or two of holding 
out on the part of the public. It had learned the lesson 
of the real economy of milk. The campaigns conducted 
were paid for jointly by the distributers and producers, 
which is rather remarkable after the intense rivalry of 
the first days of the organization of producers. Not only 
that, but the Cities today are in the throes of rival cam- 
paigns on the part of the distributing organizations to get 
the public to drink more milk. The echoes of the big. general 
campaigns. are still heard in the meetings and seen in the 
newspaper and on the billboards, and the producer is 
getting a great deal of benefit from it. 

An interesting sidelight of the war is the fact that five 
of the most prominent figures in it on the producers’ side 
are still under indictment for violation of the state’s anti- 
trust laws. The five include John B. Irwin, W.S.Moscrip, W. 
F. Schilling, R. B. Goodhue and C. R. Burkett. Three of 
them are Holstein breeders. Mr. Moscrip is now head of 
the executive committee of the organization, and as such 
is in direct charge of the chief activities of the producers. 
The president is another Holstein breeder, in Mr. Schilling, 
and Mr. Irwin is now one of the vice-presidents. Mr. Bur. 
kett is secretary and Col. Munn remains as the chief coun- 
sel. 

The World believes that dairymen will be interested 
in the story of the struggles of the Twin Cities milk pro- 
ducers, for out of.them have grown some of the ideas which 
will doubtless be put into effect in the reorganization of 
the National Dairy Council. We understand that Mr. Munn 
is using some of the ideas regarding publicity and co- 
operation in this work. Taken as a whole the work of the 
Twin Cities’ Milk Producers’ Association stands as a pretty 
good piece of cooperative building. It has had its draw- 
backs, and its faults have developed, but like all success- 
ful ventures its success is measured by what it has been 
able to accomplish. That it has done so well, we think is 
due to the unselfish work of those men who conceived the 
plan, put into execution the fundamental ideas and stood

During the war, a penchant for economy—of food, fuei, 
money, and time—was developed by the American people.

May we be permitted just a word to those who contem- 
plate the starting of sales organizations? If these new or- 
ganizations will bear in mind that the public sale must 
depend for its sustenance upon the buying public and gov- 
ern their actions accordingly, there will be little question 
regarding their success. No sales company that considers 
its future as worth anything at all can afford to disregard 
the rights of the public to a square deal, which means 
honest merchandise honestly sold. If sales companies in the 
past have suffered, it will be found in every case that in 
some way they have disregarded these rules. There is only 
one sure way to success in the conduct of public sales and 
that is never to make the first false step in dealing with the 
public.

Dairy 
products have never had a standardized selling plan ap- 
plied to their marketing. One of the reasons for this is 
doubtless the scope and size of the industry, which renders 
the building of a national campaign a work of considerable 
time. The National Dairy Council is now engaged, having 
been reorganized, in working out a national plan for creat: 
ing markets for dairy products. Those of us who are 
apt to grow impatient at the slowness with which this 
campaign gets under way must remember that because 
of the reason given above it is a matter involving consider- 
able labor and time to build a campaign that will cover 
effectively so large and far-flung a business as the dairy 
industry has grown to be. 

We believe that the time is not far distant when a 
national campaign for selling dairy products will take its 
place alongside the campaign conducted by the California 
Fruit Growers and other food producers who have scored 
a marked success along these lines. We can be sure of one 
thing and that is when national advertising of dairy pro 
ducts does get under way, the very size and importance 
of the project will so greatly overshadow all similar cam- 
paigns that its own momentum will carry it a good ways.

CLUB NOTES 
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Several of the great organizations of farmers have been 
instrumental in organizing a large number of local mar- 
keting and buying organizations of farmers. In the aggre- 
gate the number of farmers’ cooperative marketing asso- 
ciations is estimated at 10,000, which market products 
valued at one billion dollars a year. Some failures are 
inevitable. But gradually the farmers in all sections are 
learning to apply better business methods in marketing 
and buying. This does not necessarily mean the elimination 
of the retail dealer. Where the dealer renders the same 
service on equally advantageous terms he is likely to do 
most of the business. In a word, he must do a larger vol- 
ume at a lower percentage of gross profit. : 

“More efficient methods of distribution, which increase 
the farmers’ net income, naturally make farming more at- 
tractive and help to keep a larger number of more efficient 
men on the farms. More capable farmers produce a larger 
volume at a lower cost, tending in a measure to check ris- 
ing food prices and at the same time provide a more satis- 
factory net income for the farm family.”

E. Rising as the Associate Members of the 
Sale Committee. 

The proceedings of the afternoon session were begun 
by the appointment of a nominating committee, consisting 
of John Nyenhuis, W. D. Parmalee, and Ray Newton. The 
Secretary-Treasurer’s Annual report was read and approv- 
ed, after which the nominating committee recommended

plying Europe with Dairy Cattle and Dairy Products.” Dean 
Shaw gave the breeders many interesting facts and figures 
which would indicate that dairy products would be in good 
demand at fair prices for several years to come, in view of 
the tact that the exports of cheese and condensed milk from 
the United Siates to Europe was rapidly increasing. 

A general discussion followed, after which the Hon. D. 
D. Aitken of Flint, the President of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, gave a very interesting talk on 
“Present and Future Opportunities for the Breeder of High- 
Class Holstein Cattle Resulting from the Recent World’s 
War.” President Aitken foresees a good future for the Hol- 
stein breeders, provided said breeder applies good business 
methods to his farm management and Holstein breeding 
industry, and maintains a good healthy herd of cattle, and 
breeds cattle of good type that are capable of being good 
producers. 

Dr. T. S. Rich of the Bureau of Animal Industry, who has 
charge of the tuberculosis eradication work for the United 
States Government in the State of Michigan, was then call- 
ed on tor remarks, and outlined the work that was being 
done in the State of Michigan. Dr. Rich stated that this 
work was going on very successfully and that the Michigan 
breeders were showing great interest in ridding their herds 
of tubercular cattle, and that this work was progressing in 
the State of Michigan in a way that was very pleasing to 
the State and Government officials who were in charge of 
this work. 

Mr. R. G. Carr, County Farm Agent for Kent County, was 
then called on for remarks, and outlined plans which he 
was undertaking to place purebred sires in service in the 
herds of cattle in Kent County, in the place of scrub and 
grade bullls. 

After a general discussion, the meeting was adjourned, 
all agreeing that this had been one of the best and most in- 
teresting meetings which the Association had held during 
the past year.

The Holstein breeders of Berkshire county met at the 
Miller House, Great Barrington, Mass., Saturday, February 
8th, as the guests of Mr. Walter L. Clark of Stockbridge, 
a new, enthusiastic breeder of the county. After lunch the 
meeting was called to order by County Agent, F. E. Peck, 
who was elected temporary chairman. A letter was read 
from Prof. Wm. R. Rider, Director of the Extension Service 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, who re- 
gretted being unable to be present an account of his 
present work in the Middle West but promised a visit to 
the club in the early spring. 

The meeting then proceeded to the election of officers 
which were as follows: Walter L. Clark, Stockbridge, Mass., 
president; Jesse F. Bliss, State Line, Mass., vice-president; 
Wm. H. McKee, Berkshire County Farm Bureau, Pittsfield, 
Mass., secretary; and W. G. Palmer, Tyringham, Mass., 
treasurer. 

A committee was appointed, consisting of Walter L. 
Clark, W. G. Palmer and Jesse F. Bliss to draw up a 
permanent constitution and by-laws and to consider the 
advisability of affiliating with the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. It was voted that membership dues 
should be $1.00. 

A general discussion then followed as to the best 
methods of promoting the interests of the breed in the 
county and interest grade breeders to take up pure bred 
breeding. The club finally agreed to make an exhibit of 
fifty head of registered cattle at the Great Barrington fair 
if suitable housing sheds were provided by the Housatonic 
Agricultural Society. 

Mr. P. M. Chamberlain, who has been working in con- 
nection with the War Board and Secretary Wheeler of the 
State Board of Agriculture, made a very favorable report 
on the attitude of the banks toward financing of breeders 
in the introduction of pure bred live stock. Mr. Chamber- 
lain is to begin work at once in the county and will 
probably bring in as many young Holstein cattle into the 
county as will be demanded under the plan proposed which

Whereas, The prevalence of tuberculosis among

NEBRASKA BREEDERS HOLD ANNUAL MEETING 
(Staff Correspondence.) 


One of the best and most enthusiastic meetings in the 
history of the Nebraska Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation was the annual event held February 11, 1919 at 
Omaha. About fifty members and friends sat down to 
a beef-steak dinner at the Fontenelle, which was much en- 
joyed. President V. L. Dayton occupied the chair. After 
the reading of the minutes of preceding meetings, a nomi- 
nating committee was appointed, returned the following 
names, which were unanimously elected for the ensuing 
year: President, H. C. Langan; vice-president, D. M. Hilde- 
brand; vice-president, James R. Foree; secretary, Dwight 
Williams; treasurer, E. W. Frost. Directors, Dr. B. B. Davis, 
Arthur Nelson. 

While the nominating committee was deliberating brief 
remarks were made by Dr. Vermillion of the U. S. Bureau 
of Animal Industry, concerning the importance of accred- 
ited herds, and the progress of this work in the state. Pro- 
fessor Frandsen presented a report of the activities of the 
legislative committee of the Association. These had to do 
almost entirely with the tuberculosis question. A bill has 
been drafted by the committee, and stands a good chance 
of passing at the present session of the legislature, pro- 
viding for an appropriation and proper regulations to in- 
sure greater indemnity to owners of cattle condemned as 
a result of the tuberculin test, and to secure a share of 
the federal appropriation for this purpose. This bill pro- 


vides for indemnities amounting to $35 for grades and- 


$75 for purebreds, in addition to the allowance of $25 
for grades and $50 for purebreds from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and the salvage value of the carcass. Appraisers 
are to determine the value of the animal if actually less 
than the total called for. These resolutions were endorsed 
and it was voted to send copies of the resolution to the 
proper parties in the legislature. D. M. Hildebrand report- 
ed for the Committee on State Fair awards. It was voted 
to continue the classes open only to Nebraska Holsteins, 
and about $150 was raised by subscription, right in the 
meeting, which sum will be duplicated by the State Fair 
authorities. D. M. Hildebrand, O. A. Liebers, and Merle 
Little were appointed as a committee to promote liberal 
exhibits of Holsteins at the various county fairs in the 
state. Considerable enthusiasm was manifested in the 
matter of showing, and it would look as though the pros- 
pects for creditable Holstein exhibits next fall were very 
bright. Dr. Davis reported briefly on the annual meeting 
of the National Association at Milwaukee last June, and 
a tentative list of delegates to the meeting next June was 
drawn up. Nebraska is making great progress as a Hol- 
stein state and is taking increased interest in the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the National body. Other subjects 
discussed include Holstein calf clubs, a new cattle barn 
at the state fair, purebred sires to replace scrubs, publicity, 
etc. Those participating included D. M. Hildebrand, Merle 
Little, Jacob Sass, C. R. Snyder, F. M. Doubt, R. A. Under- 
wood, H. L. Cornell, H. C. Glissmann, M. S. Prescott and 
others. It was voted to hold the next meeting of the, club

There has been a great deal of dis- 
cussion within the Iast year on the 
cost of milk in the vicinity of Des 
Moines and central Iowa. We have 
read with a good deal of interest most 
that has been written. In my last re. 
port to the Governor, I gave some in. 
formation on this subject, yet the fel. 
low, who on being asked what he knew 
about the cost of milk, answered py 
asking the question, “How long is a 
stick?’’—came as near giving an intelli- 
gent answer as some of us that have 
been doing so much writing. 

The facts are that this is a question 
that is difficult of solution, for the rea- 
son that conditions are so varied in 
this section. It may be reasonably 
easy to go on to any particular farm, 


and arrive at fair conclusions as to - 


cost in this one case, but this can’t be 
done in a few days or even a few 
weeks, unless this time is spread over 
different intervals for a year. 

To make this work of any value, this 
survey should be made on at least 15 
per cent of all the farms that supply 
milk for Des Moines. Assuming that 
the supply comes from 1,000 farms, 
when you have finished this work on 
150 farms, you will find that it is no 
small job and requires a lot of time. 

For about 37 years I have been more 
or less a student of dairying. I have 


‘never been a believer in the dual pur- 


pose cow. For a great many years, be- 
ginning in the eighties, there was lit- 
tle encouragement or inducement of- 


fered the dairymen or breeders of 


dairy cattle in Iowa, even by our agri- 
cultural college or the Dairy and Food 
Department. 

Steers and hogs were raised and fed 
at a profit.

The sooner He 
people of Iowa and especially es 
in Southern Iowa come to reco as 
the fact that the cow is es 
machine for converting our pin 
feeds and cereals into edible tood, 
either dairy products or meat and that 
there is a vast difference in the kind of 
COWS we use, the earlier the question 
of milk cost will be settled. It is just 
a question of efficiency. If there were 
two shoe factories in this city, one 
with modern machinery 95 per “tent 
efficient, the other with old or obsolete 
machinery 65 per cent efficient, what 
chance would the latter concern have 
in competition with the first named? 
If he remained in business at all, he 
would have to get more for his shoes 
than his competitor, and you know 
about what chance he would have to 
do this. 

In the early eighties, bran sold in 
Northern Iowa as low as $4.50 per ton 
good mixed clover and timothy hay 
at $4.50 to $5.00 per ton, corn 25c to 
30c per bushel, oats as low as 20 to 
25c. Corn and oats were generally 
mixed in equal parts by weight and 
ground. The above named feeds com- 


posed the dairy ration. The barn and — 


farm equipment was much less expen- 
sive than at the present time. Land 
values were about a fifth of the 
present ruling prices. Farm labor 
could be had at $18. to $25. per month 
and board, day labor from $1.00 to 
$1.50 per day. Dipped milk sold at § 
to 6c per quart retail. Prices at this 
time range about as follows: Bran 
$35.00 per ton, cotton seed meal and 
gluten feed $60.00 per ton, good mixed 
hay $25.00, alfalfa $34, corn $1.25, oats 
60c per bushel, farm labor $45.00 to 
$55.00 per month and board, day labor 
$2.50 to $4.00 per day. Milk prices 
over the state average around 13 or 
14c or a trifle over double the former 
low price. With this information at 
hand dairy feeds, land, labor and the 
cow costing about. four or five times 
what they did, is it fair and reasonable 
to conclude that milk is too high at 
present prices? 

The farmer dairyman has never 
been accused of being a very shrewd 
business man, but it is my opinion 
that he is shrewd enough not to con- 
tinue to milk cows and do this work 
for nothing, when the cow may be 
disposed of and better returns may 
be had by selling the farm crops and 
saving the labor necessary to put his 
dairy products on the market, whether 
they be sold as milk, butter or cheese. 

Milk and dairy products are cheap 
at present prices as compared with 
many of the more common food pro- 
ducts. Scientists like Dr. R. V. Mc- 
Collum, of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, within the last few years 
have shown that they contain life 
giving substances known as vitamines 
so necessary to the proper growth 
of children, as well as adults. : 

The public must get themselves into 
a state of mind so that they are willing 
to pay a fair price for dairy products 
the same as for other food products if 
they expect to continue to use them 
as they should be used. Remember 
there are no substitutes for dairy 
products.

paign is but a few weeks old. The 
farmers in one community in this 
county are now looking for a $1,000 
bull of their chosen .breed.

“If you 
(al come up this way, I will spend a 
Week with you in this locality and 
help you push limestone and pure-bred 
bulls.

acteristics common to them, Acquain 

tance with these points, together with 
the knowledge gained from handlin 

cattle, will soon enable the dairymas 
to select the type of cows that produce 
hie and build up a more profitable 

The dairy cow is a machine. This js 
one of the first points to be learned by 
a judge of dairy cows. The cow must 
be able to take large quantities of feed 
of the proper kind and turn it into milk 
and butter fat. To be able to handle 
large quantities of roughage, the cow 
must have a large “barrel” which js 
one of the most important points. This 
requires long, deep ribs, placed well 
apart and well arched, giving her 
large capacity. 

A good dairy cow should be able to 
give a good supply of milk and produce 
good calves, for a number of years, 
which requires a strong constitution. 
She should have large nostrils to per- 
mit the passage of air to the lungs; the 
muzzle should be broad, which indi- 
cates a large mouth, capable of taking 
in large quantities of feed with the 
minimum effort. A deep heart girth 
and good width between the legs indi- 
cate a well developed heart and lungs. 

It is well to beware of the cow that 
is “cut up high behind” and has a 
small barrel. Such cows can not eat 
and digest enough feed to make milk 
and butter fat production profitable. 

The dairy cow should be an animal 
of wedges, so to speak. If we take a 
stand in front of the animal, looking 
toward the face, we should see a wedge 
shape extending from face to hind- 
quarters. Next, if we take a stand at 
one side and look at the side of the 
cow, another wedge should be appar- 
ent, extending from the neck to the 
hind portion of the body. If we look 
down at the good dairy cow, we find 
her withers are thin and the body gets 
thicker farther down, making a third 
wedge. In short, the animal should be 
built up so that she does not lay on 
surplus flesh, but turns her feed into 
milk and butter fat. The triple-wedge- 
shaped cow does this. The square 0 
blocky animal does not. 

By a careful study of the above: 
mentioned points in connection with a 
large number of cows, a man can soon 
learn to distinguish between the good 
and bad points of dairy animals. It is 
not wise to depend exclusively up0 
these points, for the only sure meth

FARMERS AND THE PEACE CON- 
FERENCE 


The following extracts are taken 
from an address by Gifford Pinchot, de- 
livered recently at New York before 
the Atlantic Conference of the League 
to Enforce Peace. 

Farmers think easily in terms of 
world trade. The largest item in inter- 
national exchange consists of products 
fom the farm. It has been well said 
that food is the other side of every in- 
ternational transaction. Wheat, cotton, 
and wool are the most world wide 
materials of exchange. Of all men the 
farmer, therefore, is most concerned 
with that world commerce in the raw 
materials of food and clothing which, 
more than all else, draws the nations 
together. 

* * * 

Living nearer to the earth than any 
other men, the farmers deal more 
closely with realities. Of all our people 
they are the most apt to be right in 
the long run, and least likely to take 
the shadow for the substance. 

The farmers of America, under 
every sort of handicap, raised the vast 
crops without which the War could not 
lave been Won and gave to our armies 
‘million fighting men. Yet with the 
direction of the War they were allow- 
ed to have nothing to do. They will 
lot consent to be excluded from their 
tghtful share in the direction of the 
Peace, and of the vast international 
sues which must grow into settle- 
ment afterward.

It will be easy for the farmers of 


America to approve the demand for 
real guarantees behind the coming 
peace. They will understand that 
France would not be justified in en- 
trusting her safety to the hopeful 
promises of an untried League whose 
power to keep them is yet to be prov- 
ed. Moreover, France must not lose in 
trade what she won in battle. She will 
demand real guarantees, and will dis. 
arm only so fast and so far as such 
guarantees will warrant. 

They will realize that England, hav- 
ing found her safety in her fleet for 
centuries, will trust in it hereafter as 
heretofore. They will see that we our. 
selves cannot place our reliance for the 
enforcement of the Monroe Doctrine 
on an untested League, but for a time 
at least must maintain the strength to 
enforce it ourselves at need. As Colon- 
el Roosevelt said, a League of Nations 
must be treated as “an addition or 
supplement to and never as a substi- 
tute for our own armed force,” at least 
until success in practice shall author 
ize a greater trust. 

* * * 

The diffusion of common knowledge 
of the resources of the earth, the 
awakening of mutual interests, the 
meeting of mutual needs, the mutual 
understandings and services, which 
were dormant in this plan, may now 
come into actual being as the strength 
and essence of that League of Nations 
which we hope will grow as 4 counter- 
weight out of the terrible losses of the 
war.
